Zalewski discussed the tape. 
“It sickened me,” Staub told 
the judge during the brief 
hearing. 

Zalewski didn’t appear 
in court, and a telephone 
message left Wednesday at 
his home in Lincoln Park, in 
northern New Jersey, wasn’t 
immediately returned. It was 
unknown if he had retained a 
lawyer. 

Outside court, Staub said 
Zalewski was trying to get 
back at her and her two 
daughters, ages 11 and 15, for 
her breaking up with him. She 
said the couple dated from 
May 2008 to December 2008 
and Zalewski appeared briefly 
on “Real Housewives,” which 
is described on Bravo’s Web 
site as following “five of the 
most affluent Jersey Girls as 
they live lavish lifestyles and 
deal with all the drama that 
money can buy.” 

“This is about my kids,” Staub 
said. “I’m a big girl. Do what 
you want to me. 

But you broke bread with my 
children. Don’t do this to me. 
No adult should ever do this 
to a child.” 

According to the suit filed by 
attorney Darren Del Sardo, 
Zalewski told Star magazine 
he was considering selling 
the videotape and images and 
said, “She cost me so much 
money, why shouldn’t I make 
a few dollars?” 

Del Sardo said the judge told 
him he would refer the case to 
the county prosecutor’s office 


since videotaping someone 
involved in sexual activity 
without that person’s consent 
is prohibited under state law. 
Staub is one of five New 
Jersey women on the Bravo 
series, which premiered in 
May. Her bio on the show’s 
Web site describes her as a 
newly single mother “whose 
history of celebrity hook-ups 
is one for the record books.” 
“Known for being brutally 
honest,” the bio says, 
“Danielle enjoys pushing 
people’s buttons and doesn’t 


apologize for it.” 

Outside the courthouse, 
passers-by called greetings 
to Staub, and a small crowd 
gathered around her to take 
pictures with cell phones. 

I like the fact 
that she’s outspoken,” said 
Cassandra Jordan, of Paterson, 
a devoted “Housewives” 
watcher.

Nike 4Q profit declines 
on costs to cut jobs 

PORTLAND, Ore. - Athletic footwear and apparel company 
Nike Inc. reported Wednesday that its profit dropped in its fiscal 
fourth quarter on costs to cut jobs, but adjusted results beat Wall 
Street expectations. 

However, Nike also said orders for the next several months are 
down sharply compared with last year, and investors sent shares 
down $3.61, or nearly 7 percent, in after-hours trading. 

Nike said its net income fell 30 percent to $341.4 million, or 70 
cents per share for the quarter that ended May 31. That’s down 
from $490.5 million, or 98 cents per share, that Nike earned in 
the same quarter of last year. 

Nike’s revenue fell 7 percent to $4.7 billion for the quarter. 

The most recent results include a nearly $200 million pre¬ 
tax charge tied to a reduction of Nike’s workforce and other 
restructuring measures. Excluding special items, the company 
earned 99 cents per share for the quarter. 

Analysts polled by Thomson Reuters expected the company to 
earn 96 cents per share. Analyst estmates typically exclude one¬ 
time items. 

Like most consumer products makers, Nike has seen larger 
economic pressures take a toll on business with fluctuations 
in foreign currency and weak consumer spending affecting 
its bottom line. The company took several steps to cope by 
containing costs during the year. The most significant move was 
cutting 1,750 jobs, or 5 percent of its work force, during the 
fourth quarter. 

Nike’s picture may remain challenging as orders for product to 
be delivered June through November are 12 percent lower than 
orders reported in the same period last year. 

For the full year, Nike’s profit fell to $1.49 billion, or $3.03 
per share, down from $1.88, or $3.74 per share in the prior 
year. Adjusted for several one-time items in both years, the 
company’s net income grew 7 percent to $1.9 billion, or $3.81 
per share, for the 2009 fiscal year — above analyst expectations 
of $3.77. 

Beaverton, Ore.-based Nike’s revenue rose 3 percent to $19.2

NEW YORK - The Federal 
Reserve didn’t surprise 
investors but still left them 
disappointed. 

Stocks ended mixed but mostly 
higher after the Fed said the 
economy was on the mend. 
However, bond prices fell after 
the Fed said it wouldn’t step 
up its spending to purchase 
Treasurys and other debt to pry 
interest rates lower. 

The central bank’s decision 
Wednesday to leave its key 
lending rate at a low of zero to 
0.25 percent wasn’t a surprise 
but some investors have 
been hoping the central bank 
would do more to revive the 
economy. Others wanted it to 
more clearly lay out how it will 
keep inflation in check. 

“The Fed is still stuck on that 
tightrope of trying to make 
sure they provide enough 
reassurance to keep the 
recovery going but at the same 
time try to allay the concern 
that they won’t allow inflation 
to get going either,” said Bruce 
McCain, chief investment 
strategist at Key Private Bank 
in Cleveland. 

In the economic assessment 
statement accompany its rate 
decision, the Fed said the 
economy’s rate of decline 
appears to be slowing. It 
noted that consumer spending 
has shown further signs of 
stabilizing although job losses, 
shrinking wealth and tight 
credit remain problems. And 
while the Fed said economic 
activity is likely to remain 
weak for some time, it repeated 
its belief that stimulus policies 
will restore the economy to 
growth. 

Policymakers noted that 
energy and other commodities 
prices have risen, although 
they said “substantial resource 
slack” would likely rein in cost 
pressures and that inflation 
“will remain subdued for some 
time.” The Fed also didn’t say 
it would increase its purchases 


of Treasurys or other kinds of 
government debt, disappointing 
some investors who had hoped 
for more. The Fed has said it 
would buy $1.25 trillion in 
mortgage-backed securities and 
$300 billion in Treasurys in an 
effort to stimulate the economy 
by keeping borrowing rates 
low. 

According to preliminary 
calculations, the Dow Jones 
industrial average fell 23.05, 
or 0.3 percent, to 8,299.86. 
The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index rose 5.84, or 0.7 percent, 
to 900.94, and the Nasdaq 
composite index rose 27.42, or 
1.6 percent, to 1,792.34. 

The yield on the benchmark 
10-year Treasury note, which 
moves opposite its price, rose 
to 3.69 percent from 3.63 
percent Tuesday. 

Although the Fed has held its 
target interest rate steady since 
late last year, its statements 
have touched off big moves in 
stocks. In January, the statement 
coincided with hopes for a 
plan for banks’ toxic assets; in 
March, the Fed announced it 
would start buying Treasurys; 
and in April, the Fed said it 
was seeing signs the recession 
is easing. 

“I don’t think there’s a whole 
lot of real good news,” said 
Steven Stahler, president of The

Stahler Group in Baton Rouge, 
La., referring to the Fed’s 
outlook. “There’s absolutely 
no clear-cut view or clear-cut 
evidence that we’re out of the 
woods. There’s nothing here 
that is a nice green light. It’s 
more of the same.” 

Stocks had been sharply higher 
early in the day following a 
surprise jump in orders for big- 
ticket manufactured items. The 
Commerce Department said 
durable goods orders rose 1.8 
percent in May. Economists 
surveyed by Thomson Reuters 
had anticipated a drop. 

The Commerce Department 
later said sales of new homes 
fell 0.6 percent last month, 
while the market had expected 
a rise. 

Recent gauges of the economy 
have been improving, but they 
have not yet pointed to growth. 
Many investors are nervous that 
a recovery could be hampered 
if the Fed raises interest rates 
too soon or starts dismantling 
its emergency supports for the 
financial system. 

In corporate news, software 
maker Oracle Corp.’s results 
late Tuesday for its most recent 
quarter exceeded analysts’ 
average forecast. Oracle shares 
gained $1.39, or 7 percent, to 
$21.26, helping the tech-heavy

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More women in finance, a 
more sustainable economy

New York - The amount of taxpayer dollars that has gone into 
cleaning up our top financial institutions’ collective mess is 
staggering. Bank of America received $15 billion as part of 
the federal Troubled Asset Relief Program (TARP). Citigroup, 
JPMorgan Chase, and Wells Fargo each received $25 billion. 
But here’s a cost-effective solution: Hire more women. 

As has been pointed out with increasing frequency, a certain 
groupthink has been widely blamed for the economic crisis we 
find ourselves in today. 

Barnard College president Deborah Spar dubbed our predicament 
a “one gender crash,” and The New York Times’s Nicholas 
Kristof wonders if we might all have been better off had it been 
“Lehman Brothers and Sisters.” 

Studies indicate that women are more comprehensive thinkers 
and less attracted to excessive risk than are their male peers. 
It seems we have reached a fairly broad consensus on the 
meltdown: Guys were the ones flying too close to the sun. 

Now that we’ve landed back on earth with a mighty thud - a 
little humbler and a whole lot poorer - it’s time to deal with 
the most important question of the day: How do we get more 
women into the good-old-boys network at the highest levels of 
the financial sector? 

Recently, the Financial Times (not exactly a bastion of feminist 
ideology), called for a gender quota for corporate boards - 
sparking floods of outraged responses from readers. 

Such recommendations usually unleash a swift and vigorous 
backlash against rocking the status quo. Arguments are made 
about how diversity somehow degrades the talent pool - 
irrelevant, of course, because women are just as talented as men 
and in abundant supply. 

The Financial Times is spot on. It’s time that the financial sector 
- at all levels, but especially at the top - institutes what we at the 
National Council for Research on Women are calling the “critical 
mass principle.” Explicit quotas may be illegal, but research 
has found that to have significant impact on decisionmaking, 
women, or any other underrepresented group, need to attain a 
critical mass of 33.3 percent. 

The bottom line is that, because of advances in women’s 
education and careers, there are sufficient numbers of qualified 
women in every area of specialization and expertise. Research 
bears out the fact that if you get this mass of women and others 
from underrepresented groups in leadership positions, whether 
in the boardroom or the corner office, the decisionmaking 
dynamic changes for the better. □ 
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GOP Pushes Back Against Dem Energy Deal

Following an agreement last night with 
Agriculture Committee Chairman Collin 
Peterson (D-Minn.), House Democrats are 
poised this week to pass an energy and climate 
change bill that has stewed in uncertainty since 
being passed out of committee one month ago. 
The bill will now hit the House floor on Friday, 
with a vote likely to take place by Saturday. 
The House is in recess next week. 

The sudden accord followed weeks ofdebate 
within the Democratic Caucus and set off an 
equally quick response from Republicans, 
whose leadership continues to oppose the plan 
offered by Energy and Commerce Committee 
Chairman Henry Waxman (D-Calif.) and Rep. 
Ed Markey (D-Mass.). 

“House Republicans are opposed to the 
national energy tax that is reportedly making 
its way to the House floor this week,” House 
Minority Leader John Boehner (Ohio) said at a 
Tuesday afternoon press conference on health 
care. “This is a very bad idea.” 

Republicans are focusing their argument on 
the bill’s cost — in taxes and jobs — especially 
in coal-producing and agriculture-rich areas. 
GOP leaders argue it would cost the average 
household an extra $3,000 per year in energy 
costs and cite a study released last month by 
the National Black Chamber of Commerce that 
predicted the bill would cost 2.5 million jobs. 
“Not only will this drive up prices for food, 
gasoline, and electricity, it will ship millions of 
jobs to competitors like China and India that 
refuse to take the same approach,” Boehner 
wrote Tuesday in an op-ed in the Washington 
Examiner. 

Democrats pushed back yesterday by 
highlighting an analysis by the Environmental 
Protection Agency, which found it would cost 
the average household 22 to 30 cents per day, 
totaling $80 to $111 extra in energy costs per 
year. 

“Today’s report puts to rest the misleading 
attacks that have been leveled against a clean 
energy economy at every step,” Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi said. 

The National Republican Congressional 


Committee shot off press releases yesterday 
into the districts of Iowa Democrats Bruce 
Braley and Dave Loebsack — both second-term 
lawmakers in formerly Republican districts. 
“With fellow Iowa Democrat Leonard Boswell’s 
office stating that the National Energy Tax will 
hurt Iowa families, it’s time for Bruce Braley to 
come clean and tell his Iowa constituents where 
he stands on the controversial bill.

Bobby Bright (D-AL) prepares to vote on 
the climate change bill in Congress this week, 
Speaker Pelosi is plotting to snag Bright’s 
vote for her costly, job-killing climate bill at 
the expense of middle-class agriculture jobs in 
Alabama,” one release states. 

House Minority Leader Eric Cantor (Va.) 
and other Republicans from coal-producing 
states have scheduled a press conference for 
Wednesday morning. The sub-headline of 
the press release announcing the event reads, 
“National Energy Tax is Wrong for Coal 
Country and Will Cost Americans Jobs.” 
Perhaps muting some Republican arguments 
against the bill, though, is the support from 
members like Rep. Rick Boucher (D), who has 
represented coal-rich southwestern Virginia 
since being elected to the House in 1982. 
Boucher penned an op-ed in Roll Call Monday 
calling the bill “essential” and federal controls 
of greenhouse gas emissions “inevitable.” 
Boucher wrote that he remained concerned 
about certain details of the bill, including 
the percentage of greenhouse gas reductions 
required by 2020. “Despite these reservations, 
and my intention to seek additional 
modifications, I believe that the time to pass 
a cap-and-trade program of greenhouse gas 
controls has arrived,” he wrote.

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A radical new therapy could improve treatment of people with 
HIV-AIDS by destroying the viruses circulating in the body as 
well as those hiding in immune system cells, according to a new 
study. 

A team of American and Canadian researchers have high hopes 
for a combination of targeted chemotherapy and what’s known 
as highly active anti-retroviral (HAART) treatments. 

When HIV viruses hide in immune cells, the researchers 
explained, existing HAART treatments can’t reach them. But 
the study identified where HIV hides in immune cells and the 
“stealth” mechanisms that enable the virus to elude existing 
treatments. This finding could lead to new therapies that are 
different than current treatments, they said. 

“Our results argue in favor of a strategy similar to the one used 
against leukemia, which is targeted chemotherapy, associated 
with a targeted immune treatment,” study co-leader Dr. Rafick- 
Pierre Sekaly, a professor at the University of Montreal and 
scientific director of the Vaccine and Gene Therapy Institute of 
Florida, said in a university news release. “This would make it 
possible to destroy the cells containing a virus while giving the 
immune system time to regenerate with healthy cells.” 

Another co-leader, Dr. Jean-Pierre Routy, an infection and 
immunity researcher at the Research Institute of the McGill 
University Health Centre in Montreal, explained the importance 
of the finding. 

“For the first time, this study proves that the HIV reservoirs 
are not due to a lack of potency of the antiretroviral drugs 
but to the virus hiding inside two different types of long-life 
CD4 memory immune cells,” Routy said in the news release. 
“There are several types of HIV reservoirs, each necessitating a 
different treatment to eliminate them.” 

The researchers acknowledged, however, that it will take 
many more years of work before the finding might lead to new 
treatments for people with HIV-AIDS. 

The study appears in the journal Nature Medicine.□ 

Disease prevention often 
costs more than it saves

CHICAGO - When it comes to health care spending, an ounce 
of prevention is seldom worth a pound of cure. Take Mrs. Jones, 
a hypothetical 55-year-old obese woman at risk for diabetes. 
It costs $900 a year to hire a personal lifestyle coach to help 
her lose weight and prevent diabetes. Suppose that the coaching 
works for Mrs. Jones, and she is spared diabetes and all the 
resulting health bills. 

But research shows that for every person like Mrs. Jones, six 
other people just like her get nothing out of such a program. 
They either don’t lose weight or get diabetes anyway or 
wouldn’t have developed it in the first place. The yearly cost of 
the prevention program for those six people: $5,400. 

That’s probably more than Mrs. Jones’ health bills from diabetes 
would have amounted to. 

There goes your pound of cure. 

The truth is, shockingly few prevention efforts actually save 
the health care system money overall, despite claims by the 
president and some in Congress. 

Discussing daily aspirin use with people at risk of heart disease 
does save money. So do vaccinations for children. When doctors 
talk to smokers and offer medication to help them quit, that, too, 
saves money. 

But those are the exceptions. 

Prevention is a good deal, some experts say, if you can buy one 
year of perfect health for less than $50,000. □

COLUMBIA, South Carolina (AP) — The 
governor of South Carolina and rumored 2012 
presidential contender tearfully confessed 
Wednesday to having an affair with a woman 
in Argentina, dealing the latest blow to a 
struggling Republican Party. 

Gov. Mark Sanford, who caused a ruckus after 
he could not be located by staff, family and 
friends for several days, apologized to his wife 
and four sons and said he will resign as head of 
the Republican Governors Association. 

“I’ve been unfaithful to my wife,” he said in 
a bombshell news conference in which the 
49-year-old governor ruminated aloud with 
remarkable frankness on God’s law, moral 
absolutes and following one’s heart. He said he 
spent the last five days “crying in Argentina.” 
His family did not attend. 

At least one state lawmaker called for his 
resignation. As a congressman, Sanford voted 
in favor of three of four articles of impeachment 
against Democratic President Bill Clinton 
citing the need for “moral legitimacy.” 
Sanford’s infidelity admission adds to an ever¬ 
growing list of woes for the out-of-power 
Republican Party as it looks to rebound against 
the popular President Barack Obama and his 
emboldened Democrats. The episode is another 
distraction for a party seeking a turnaround 


after disastrous losses in consecutive national 
elections as it confronts a stark reality: its less 
than diverse ranks are steadily shrinking, its 
regional heft is limited to the South and it lacks 
a leader of stature to guide the party back to 
power. 

Excerpts of e-mail exchanges between the 
governor and his mistress were published 
online Wednesday by The State. The governor’s 
office wouldn’t discuss the e-mails with The 
Associated Press, but told The State it wouldn’t 
dispute the authenticity of the messages. 

One from the governor read: “I could digress 
and say that you have the ability to give 
magnificent gentle kisses, or that I love your 
tan lines or that I love the curve of your hips, 
the erotic beauty of you holding yourself (or 
two magnificent parts of yourself) in the faded 
glow of the night’s light — but hey, that would 
be going into sexual details.” 

The woman in question, who lives in 
Argentina, has been a “dear, dear friend” for 
about eight years but, Sanford told reporters, 
the relationship didn’t become romantic until a 
little over a year ago. 

He’s seen her three times since then, and his 
wife found out about it five months ago. He did 
not identify the woman. 

“What I did was wrong. Period,” he said. He 
refused to say whether he will leave office.

WASHINGTON (AP) A 
senator leading the Democrats’ 
push to revise the nation’s 
immigration laws this year 
said Wednesday it can be done 
if his party and immigration 
advocates get tougher on 


illegal immigration. 

“The public is tired of the 
rhetoric and wants a real 
solution,” said Sen. Chuck 
Schumer, chairman of the 
Senate Judiciary immigration 
subcommittee. “The ‘amnesty, 
amnesty, amnesty’ was white 
hot two years ago. People still 


don’t want amnesty, but they 
want a solution.” 

Schumer spoke out the day 
before President Barack 
Obama meets with lawmakers 
from both parties in hopes 
of launching a full-scale 
debate on a plan to rework 
immigration policy before the 
end of the year. 

White House spokesman Nick 
Shapiro said the administration 
is not ready to say when a 
proposal will be developed. 
Instead, Thursday’s gathering 
of officials from across the 
ideological spectrum is meant 
as a starting point. 

“You should expect an honest 
discussion of the issues where 
we can identify areas of 
agreement, and areas where 
we still have work to do,” 
Shapiro said. 

On such a sensitive issue, 
with politicians of different 
parties and geographic bases 
disagreeing passionately, 
the idea is for all factions to 
come together around a broad 
compromise before bringing 


it into the public arena for 
debate and votes. Doing 
otherwise likely would result 
in the same kind of collapse 
of immigration legislation 
that happened in 2007, despite 
former President George W. 
Bush’s support for it. 

Schumer said the environment 
to rework immigration laws 
is much better now because 
Americans are looking for 
resolution and Republicans 
recognize “they are headed 
nowhere” if they can’t improve 
in the polls with Hispanic 
voters. 

He said Democrats have to 
toughen their position. 

“I’ve told the advocates we 
have to come down hard on 
illegal immigration,” Schumer 
said. “I say illegal immigrants. 
Two years ago Democrats said 
undocumented workers, which 
made people say, ‘Hmm. 
Maybe Democrats don’t 
think it’s bad to be an illegal 
immigrant.” 

Schumer said issuing fraud- 
resistant cards to all Americans 


wanting a job and harshly 
punishing employers who 
hire someone without one 
would help stem the flow of 
illegal immigrants. The cards 
would have an electronic 
identifier or biometric, such as 
fingerprints. 

The White House meeting 
was originally scheduled for 
this month, but was postponed 
twice, leading many to 
question whether Obama 
intended to keep his campaign 
pledge to revamp immigration 
this year. 

Obama told a Hispanic 
prayer breakfast last week 
that he is committed to a 
comprehensive immigration 
overhaul that includes a way 
for illegal immigrants to 
become U.S. citizens. He also 
said he supports strengthening 
U.S. borders to thwart illegal 
immigration. White House 
press secretary Robert Gibbs 
also said, however, that there 
may not be enough votes to 
pass sweeping revisions this 
year.Q

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Attornev general wants cocaine sentences review

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Attorney General Eric Holder 
sought support Wednesday 
for erasing the gap in prison 
sentences for crack and powder 
cocaine crimes, a disparity that 
hits black defendants harder 
than any others. 

The effort to change federal 
sentencing laws for cocaine 
has broad support but may still 
unravel amid disagreements 
about how equal the sentences 
should be, and whether the 
whole sentencing system 
needs to be changed. 

“One thing is very clear: 
We must review our federal 
cocaine sentencing policy,” 
Holder said at a legal 
discussion sponsored by the 
Congressional Black Caucus. 
Under current law, it takes 100 
times more powdered cocaine 
than crack cocaine to trigger 
the same harsh, mandatory 
minimum sentences. 

“This administration firmly 
believes that the disparity in 
crack and powdered cocaine 
sentences is unwarranted,” 
Holder said. “It must be 
eliminated.” 

The law was passed in the 
1980s during the spread in 
American cities of crack, a 
solid form of the narcotic, 
which officials blamed for 
a rise in violence. Yet in the 
years since, worries about 
crack have declined. 

The most recent government 
figures show that 82 percent 
of crack offenders are black, 
while just 9 percent are white. 
In remarks at the Congressional 
Black Caucus event, Supreme 
Court Justice Stephen 
Breyer, who helped craft the 
sentencing guidelines that 
now are the subject of so much 
criticism and debate, urged 
Congress to focus first on 
the laws creating mandatory 
minimums for certain crimes. 
“My goodness, those 
mandatory minimums drive 
(sentencing) guidelines in 100 
different ways,” Breyer said. 
The justice acknowledged 
that curtailing mandatory 
minimums is not politically 
popular, or easy. “It’s very, 
very hard to explain to people,” 
he said. 

The Obama administration 


wants to change the law to 
end the 100-to-l ratio in 
sentencing, and make it strictly 
1-to-l. Some lawmakers also 
want to change the law but are 
not certain it should be reduced 
that drastically. There also is 
debate over whether to close 
the gap by raising the penalty 
for powder cocaine, along 
with lowering the penalty for 
crack. 

Holder, the nation’s top law 
enforcement officer and a 
former judge in Washington, 
D.C., said juries have acquitted 
black defendants because 
they knew the suspects faced 
what jurors viewed as an 
unfairly long prison sentence. 
Holder was U.S. attorney in 
Washington during the mid- 
1990s, when the U.S. capital 
had a major crack problem. 
The 100-to-l ratio “is racial 
discrimination in practice,” 
said Democratic Rep. 
Bobby Scott, who is pushing 
legislation that would end the 
gap by eliminating crack as a 
category in the criminal code. 
“I think there is a complete 
consensus that the present 
pattern for sentencing crack 
and powder is absurd,” Scott 
said. “There is not complete 
consensus about what to do 
about it.” 

Mark Osier, a law professor 
at Baylor University and a 
former prosecutor, said there 
is general agreement about 
changing the law on crack 
cocaine, but any such change 
probably would lead to other, 
more difficult questions. 


“Going to 1-to-l is a big 
change. The question that 
really hasn’t been resolved 
is 1-to-l at what level. Is the 
penalty for cocaine powder 
going up?” Osier asked. “Also, 
there’s a general consensus 
that we’ll see something 
happen with crack. I’ll be very 
interested to see if they argue 
for a move toward broader 
reform in sentencing.” 

TheBushadministrationfought 
vigorously to preserve the 
current drug law that President 
Barack Obama, Democrats 
and some Republicans say is 
unfair and outdated. Individual 
prosecutors and judges also 
have criticized the law.Q 

Doctor in dramatic South Pole rescue dies

BOSTON (AP) — Dr. Jerri

Critics said he neglected his gubernatorial 

authority and put the state at risk by leaving 

the country without formally transferring 

power. It wasn’t clear how his staff could 

reach him in an emergency. 

Sanford revealed Wednesday morning that 
he had gone to Argentina for a seven-day 
trip. For two days after reporters starting 
asking questions, his office had said he had 
gone hiking on the Appalachian Trial, a well- 
known hiking route along 2,178 miles (3,505 
kilometers) of the eastern U.S. 

Sanford denied instructing his staff to cover 
up his affair, but acknowledged that he told 
them he thought he would be hiking on the 
Appalachian Trail and never corrected that 
impression after leaving for South America. 
“I let them down by creating a fiction with 
regard to where I was going,” Sanford said. 
“I said that was the original possibility. 
Again, this is my fault in ... shrouding this 
larger trip.” 

Meanwhile, first lady Jenny Sanford at first 
told The Associated Press she did not know 
where her husband went for the Father’s Day 
weekend. She said in a statement Wednesday 
that she asked the governor to leave and stop 
speaking to her two weeks ago. The governor 
says he wants to reconcile, and his wife said 
he has earned a chance to resurrect their 
marriage. 

“This trial separation was agreed to with 
the goal of ultimately strengthening our 
marriage,” she said. 


Jenny Sanford, a millionaire whose family 
fortune comes from the Skil Corp. power tool 
company, has been central to her husband’s 
political career. She ran his congressional 
campaigns and his first race for governor. 
She was an almost daily fixture at senior staff 
meetings, and often could be seen driving a 
minivan away from the Statehouse in the 
mornings. 

The two met when Sanford, who has an 
MBA, was trying his hand on Wall Street. 
She was working at a brokerage house when 
he entered a training program. 

First elected governor in 2002, the former 
real estate developer has more than year 
remaining in his second term and is barred 
by state law from running again. 

A former three-term congressman, Sanford 
most recently snared headlines for his 
unsuccessful fight to turn aside federal 
stimulus cash for his state’s schools. His vocal 
battle against the Obama administration — 
and libertarian, small-government leanings 
— won praise from conservative pundits. 
Ultimately, a state court order required him 
to take the money. 

The Republican Governors Association 
said Mississippi Gov. Haley Barbour would 
assume the duties as chairman. 

Sanford’s announcement came a day 
after another prominent Republican, Sen. 
John Ensign of Nevada, apologized to his 
Republican Senate colleagues after revealing 
last week that he had an affair with a 
campaign staffer and was resigning from the 
Republican leadership.Q

WASHINGTON (AP) 
Investigators probing a deadly 
transit train crash are looking 
more closely at a stretch of 
track near the wreck site 
after finding abnormalities 
Wednesday in equipment that 
senses trains and transmits 
speed commands. 

Debbie Hersman of the 
National Transportation Safety 
Board said five of six circuits, 
or stretches of track, in the 
crash area recognized a device 
that simulates the presence 
of a train. But she said there 
were anomalies with the sixth 
circuit. 

Hersman would not elaborate 


on what those might be, saying 
more tests are needed. 

“We’re particularly interested 
in the speed commands that 
might be sent from that circuit 
when there’s a train standing 
on that circuit,” Hersman 
said. 

Equipment along each circuit 
receives signals that generate 
speed commands for the train. 
Hersman said the circuit in 
question is about 740 feet 
long. 

Nine people, including the 
operator of the oncoming 
train, were killed Monday 
when a train plowed into 
another train that was stopped. 
It was the deadliest accident in 
Metrorail’s 33-year history. 


Hersman also said Wednesday 
that inspectors found 300 to 
400 feet of markings on the 
rails, indicating that some 
emergency braking took place 
before the crash. 

NTSB investigators were 
spending a second full day 
at the crash site near the 
Washington-Maryland border 
as they continue to examine the 
tracks and other equipment on 
Metro’s red line, the system’s 
busiest. 

All the wreckage from 
Monday’s Metro train crash 
has been removed from the 
scene as investigators work to 
allow Metro to restore service 
in the area. On Wednesday, 
though, the electrified “third 


rail” on the track near the crash 
scene had been removed. 
Hersman said investigators 
hoped to interview the operator

of the train that was struck on 
Thursday. The operator was 
released from the hospital 
Wednesday. □

But what exactly will happen 
just five weeks from now is 
less clear-cut than the dire 
pronouncements suggest. 
California government will 
not come to a dead stop: Police 
will still patrol the highways. 
Prisoners will still be guarded, 
and state firefighters will stand 
ready to put out wildfires. 


Still, many services normally 
funded by the state, such as 
road projects and community 
health clinics, would either 
stop or get cut back. 

Counties may not have money 
to run a wide array of social 
programs. College students 
who rely on state assistance 
might have to pay their own 
fees or consider leaving 
school. 

How did California arrive 
at this point? The state’s 
budgeting system was strained 
by years of overly exuberant 
spending. 

Then the recession caused a 


sharp drop in sales and income 
tax revenue. 

The result: California’s 

general fund, the state’s main 
bank account, has a projected 
$24.3 billion deficit for the 
fiscal year that begins July 1. 
By the end of July, incoming 
cash will fall below the 
state’s payment obligations 
if lawmakers do not enact a 
balanced budget, either by 
slashing spending, raising 
taxes or doing both. 

By September, California 
could be $6.5 billion in the 
red. 

In February, Schwarzenegger 
and the Legislature adopted a 
budget for the new fiscal year 
that was supposed to stabilize 
California’s finances through 
mid-2010, but a precipitous 
plunge in tax revenue put the 
budget out of balance within 
weeks. 

Revenue from personal 
income taxes, for example, 
fell by 34 percent for the 
first five months of the year, 
compared with the same time 
last year. 

As income starts to drop below 
the level needed to maintain 
programs, the state is required 
to make choices about where 
to spend its money. Schools 
and bond holders have first 
dibs, followed by other debt 
payments. 
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On Wednesday, the Legislature 
began debating a Democratic 
plan to close the deficit, 
but it did not appear to have 
sufficient Republican support 
to pass. Schwarzenegger also 
said he opposed it because it 
contained tax increases. 

Paul McIntosh, executive 
director of the California State 
Association of Counties, said 
local governments will bear 
the brunt of the consequences 
if state spending is stripped to 
a bare minimum. 

The spending cuts would mean 
reduced foster care services, 
fewer deputies guarding 
prisoners in county jails and 
delayed road projects. 
Schwarzenegger hopes the 


looming threat of a cash crunch 
puts pressure on lawmakers to 
strike a deal quickly. 

He recently rejected Chiang’s 
proposal for a more expensive 
loan to fund all state operations 
while budget negotiations are 
under way. 

The governor told the Los 
Angeles Times editorial board 
that such a loan would merely 
enable the Legislature to delay 
tough decisions. 

He said he would rather “let 
them have a taste of what it’s 
like when the state comes to a 
shutdown — grinding halt.” 
The governor later revised his 
statement, saying government 
would “shut down by 
itself.’Q

Venezuela, U.S. move to restore expelled ambassadors

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) — 
Venezuela and the United States 
said Wednesday that they will return 
expelled ambassadors, moving to repair 
relations that deteriorated sharply 
amid hostility between Washington

and socialist President Hugo Chavez. 
A U.S. spokesman in Washington said 
the time frame was still unclear, but a 
top Venezuelan official said later that 
the exchange would happen soon. 
Chavez — fierce opponent of U.S. 


policy who once likened President 
George W. Bush to the devil — has 
expressed hope for improved relations 
with Washington following years of 
tensions with the Bush administration. 
President Barack Obama says his 
government wants to improve ties with 
all nations in the Western Hemisphere. 
Chavez’s foreign minister, Nicolas 
Maduro, said the two nations have 
agreed to overturn the “persona 
non grata” status given each other’s 
ambassadors in September, when 
Chavez expelled U.S. Ambassador 
Patrick Duddy and recalled his envoy 
to Washington. Chavez acted then 
to show solidarity with Bolivia after 
Bolivian President Evo Morales 
ordered out the top U.S. diplomat in 
his country, accusing him of helping 
the opposition incite violence. 
Washington denied the allegation and 
reacted by expelling both the envoys 
of both Venezuela and Brazil. Maduro 
said that he had spoken with Thomas 
Shannon, the top U.S. diplomat for the 
Americas, and that they “effectively 
reached an agreement on the proposal” 


to restore ambassadors as part of an 
effort to improve relations. 

“The two ambassadors will re-establish 
their positions immediately — our 
ambassador, Bernardo Alvarez, in 
Washington and the U.S. ambassador, 
Patrick Duddy, in Caracas,” Maduro 
said. Earlier, State Department 
spokesman Ian Kelly told reporters 
in Washington that the two nations 
were “currently taking the necessary 
measures” to exchange ambassadors, 
but said it was unclear when it would 
happen orwhotheU.S. envoy wouldbe. 
After his testy relations with the Bush 
presidency, Chavez has warmed to the 
Obama administration. He greeted the 
new U.S. president with handshakes 
at an April summit in Trinidad and 
Tobago, where he discussed restoring 
ambassadors with U.S. Secretary of 
State Hillary Rodham Clinton. 

A spokeswoman for the U.S. Embassy 
in Caracas, Robin Holzhauer, said 
that since the summit, “we’ve been 
looking toward the goal of restoring 
ambassadors to our respective 
capitals.”□

North Korea had warned 
previously it would fire 
a long-range missile as a 
response to U.N. Security 
Council condemnation of an 
April rocket launch seen as a 
cover for its ballistic missile 
technology. 

An underground nuclear test 
last month drew more Security 
Council action: a resolution 
seeking to clamp down on 
North Korea’s trading of 
banned arms and weapons- 
related material by requiring 
U.N. member states to request 
inspections of ships carrying 
suspected cargo. 

In a first test of the new 
resolution, a North Korean 
ship suspected of transporting 
illicit weapons was sailing 
off China’s coast with a U.S. 
destroyer close behind. 

The Kang Nam, which left the 
North Korean port of Nampo 
a week ago, is believed bound 
for Myanmar, South Korean 
and U.S. officials said. 
Myanmar state television 
downplayed the reports of a 
possible weapons shipment 
Wednesday evening, saying 
another North Korean vessel 
was expected to pick up a load 
of rice but that the government 
had no information about the 
Kang Nam. 

A senior U.S. defense official 
said Wednesday that the ship 
had already cleared the Taiwan 
Strait. 


He said he didn’t know how 
much range the Kang Nam has 
— that is, whether or when it 
may need to stop in some port 
to refuel — but that the Kang 
Nam has in the past stopped in 
Hong Kong’s port. 

Another U.S. defense 
official said he tended to 
doubt reports that the Kang 
Nam was carrying nuclear- 
related equipment, saying the 
information officials have 
received seems to indicate 
the cargo is conventional 
munitions. 

The U.S. officials spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because they were discussing 
intelligence. 

Officials said last week that 
they believed the ship was 
carrying smaller arms, though 
they didn’t elaborate. 

The U.S. and its allies have not 
decided whether to contact and 
request inspection of the ship, 
Pentagon press secretary Geoff 
Morrell said Wednesday. 
“That’s a decision that will 
have to be made at some 
point, and not necessarily just 
by us or this government,” he 
said at a news conference. “I 
think we will likely take (the 
decision) collectively with our 
allies and partners.” 

He said he didn’t believe a 
decision would come soon. 
North Korea has said it would 
consider interception of its 
ships a declaration of war, and 
on Wednesday accused the 
U.S. of seeking to start another 


Korean War. 

“If the U.S. imperialists start 
another war, the army and 
people of Korea will ... wipe 
out the aggressors on the globe 
once and for all,” a dispatch 
from the official Korean 
Central News Agency said. 
The warning came on the eve 
of the 59th anniversary of the 
outbreak of the Korean War. 
The brutal fighting ended after 
three years in a truce in 1953, 
not a peace treaty, leaving 
the peninsula divided and in 
a state of war. The U.S. has 
28,500 troops in South Korea 
to protect against an outbreak 
of hostilities. 

On Wednesday, the top U.S. 
commander in South Korea, 
Gen. Walter Sharp, praised 
soldiers from U.S.-led U.N. 
forces who died fighting the 
“tyranny” of communist North 
Korea decades ago. 

“A North Korean victory in 
the Korean War would have 
brought the nightmare of 
tyranny to this great land, 
thrusting the citizens of the 
Republic of Korea into a 
darkness that their northern 
counterparts have yet to 
emerge from,” he said a 
commemoration ceremony 
Wednesday, referring to South 
Korea by its official name, the 
Republic of Korea. 

Reports about possible missile 
launches from the North 
highlighted the state of tension 
on the Korean peninsula. 

A senior South Korean 


government official said 
the no-sail ban is believed 
connected to North Korean 
plans to fire short- or mid¬ 
range missiles. He spoke on 
condition of anonymity, citing 
department policy. 

Yonhap reported that the North 
may fire a Scud missile with a 
range of up to 310 miles (500 
kilometers) or a short-range 
ground-to-ship missile with 
a range of 100 miles (160 
kilometers) during the no-sail 
period. 

U.S. defense and 
counterproliferation officials 
in Washington said they also 


expected the North to launch 
short- to medium-range 
missiles. The officials spoke 
on condition of anonymity to 
discuss sensitive intelligence. 
South Korea will expedite

ISLAMABAD (AP) — What 
appeared to be the deadliest U.S. 
missile attack ever on Pakistani 
soil brought an unusual reaction 
in a country that has previously 
denounced such strikes as an 
affront to its sovereignty — 
silence. 

Tuesday’s attack killed 80 
people, Pakistani officials said, 
but missed its chief target, 
Baitullah Mehsud. He is the 
country’s top Taliban leader and 
its public enemy No. 1, accused 
of masterminding numerous 
brutal operations including 
the assassination of Benazir 
Bhutto. 

The seemingly accurate targeting 
appeared to point to cooperation 
between the U.S. military 
and Pakistani intelligence — 
despite Pakistani denials. This 
was possible because Mehsud 
— unlike some other U.S. foes 
in the northwest tribal region 
on the Afghan border — is so 
reviled in Pakistan. 

Missiles apparently fired by 
unmanned aircraft first struck 
a purported Taliban training 
center in South Waziristan, then 
another barrage rained down on 
a funeral procession for some 
of those who had been killed 
earlier. 

Mehsud attended the funeral in 


Makeen village, and panicky 
militants reported losing 
contact with the Taliban chief 
for a short time immediately 
after the attack, according 
to radio intercepts cited by 
two Pakistani intelligence 
officials. 

But the officials said they were 
later able to determine that 
Mehsud left the funeral shortly 
before the missiles struck. 


The two missile strikes killed 
at least 80 people, including 
several senior militants, said 
the officials, speaking to The 
Associated Press on condition 
of anonymity because they 
were not authorized to divulge 
the information. Fifty-five of 
those killed were at the funeral, 
they said. 

The Taliban gave a slightly 
lower count: Waliur Rehman, 
an aide to Mehsud, told the 
AP that 65 people were killed, 
including some militants. 

It was not known if innocent 
civilians were among the dead, 
an issue that has drawn outrage 
in Pakistan and Afghanistan 
whenever U.S. missiles have 
been fired. The region is too 
dangerous for outsiders to 
enter, making independent 
confirmation of the attack’s 
details impossible. 

Militant leaders have been 
targeted in dozens of strikes 
in the past two years from 
U.S. drones, high-tech, remote 
control planes used for both 
surveillance and to fire Hellfire 
missiles. The U.S. military 
never comments on such 
operations. The highest known 
death toll in earlier suspected 
U.S. missile strikes in Pakistan 
was 30. 

Pakistan has loudly disapproved 
of past drone attacks because 
they involve the use of force by 
a foreign government on its soil 
and sometimes kill innocents. 
But the latest strikes went 
unremarked upon by Pakistani 


officials for almost 24 hours. 
WhentheAPaskedforcomment, 
the Foreign Ministry issued 
a short statement reiterating 
“Pakistan’s consistent position 
that drone attacks are a violation 
of Pakistan’s sovereignty and 
must be stopped.” 

Pakistani officials have 
said previously that civilian 
casualties occurred when the 
U.S. struck suspected targets 
on the Afghan border without 
Pakistan’s agreement and 
intelligence. 

At least two of those targets 
— Sirajuddin Haqqani and 
Maulvi Naseer — are fighting 
U.S. troops in Afghanistan, but 
Pakistan has no quarrel with 
either man. 

This time, the apparent U.S. 
target was Pakistan’s most 
wanted man and the focus of 
a military operation that is 
gearing up in his home territory 
of South Waziristan, part of 
the lawless tribal zone where 
Osama bin Laden and other 
high-value U.S. targets may be 
hiding. 

The offensive comes on the 
back of the army’s operation to 
oust the Taliban from another 
northwestern stronghold in the 
Swat Valley region. 

Both campaigns are strongly 
backed by the Obama 
administration, which views 
them as a test of Pakistan’s 
resolve to confront a growing 
insurgency after years of 
halfhearted offensives and 
peace deals with militants. 


Many Pakistanis support the 
operations, fed up with the 
brutality the Taliban displayed 
in Swat and with Mehsud’s 
increasingly widespread and 
bloody campaign of bombings 
that have killed not just security 
forces, but also civilians and 
Islamic clerics who denounced 
the militant violence as against 
the tenets of Islam. 

Mehsud is also accused 
of engineering last year’s 
assassination of former Prime 
Minister Bhutto, whose 
husband, Asif Ali Zardari, is 
now president of Pakistan. 

The battle in the tribal zone, 
a mountainous area where the 
central government holds little 
sway over heavily armed and 
religiously conservative clans, 
will almost certainly be far 
tougher than in Swat. 

Mehsud is believed to have 
some 12,000 loyal fighters, 
including hundreds of 
foreigners. He humbled the 
Pakistani army in past battles 
and has been forging fresh 
alliances with other powerful 
Taliban leaders and killing off 
opponents — the most recent 
one on Tuesday. 

“Baitullah Mehsud has crossed 
a red line, and the Pakistan 
government and military is 
declaring open war on him,” 
said Ishtiaq Ahmad, a Pakistan- 
U.S. specialist at Islamabad’s 
Qaid-i-Azam University. 

“What we are seeing now 
is a relatively promising 
scenario where there is 
renewed commitment and 
closer collaboration between 
Pakistan’s security forces 
and NATO and U.S. forces in 
Afghanistan,” he said. 

That tone could change, 
however, if the attacks kill 
leaders less disliked than 
Mehsud and his cohorts, 
Ahmad said. 

Mahmood Shah, a former 
security chief in the tribal 
region, said the government’s 
failure to condemn the missile 
attacks forcefully could 
produce a backlash if the U.S. 
is perceived to be fighting 
Pakistan’s battles. 

“Once the impression is 
established that Americans 
are assisting in this operation, 
the indigenous effort will be 
discredited and anti-American 
sentiments in the tribal region 
will overshadow everything,” 
Shah said.Q

A flood of security forces using 
tear gas and clubs quickly 
overwhelmed a small group of 
rock-throwing protesters near 
Iran’s parliament Wednesday, 
and the country’s supreme 
leader said the outcome of the 
disputed presidential election 
will stand — the latest signs 
of the government’s growing 
confidence in quelling unrest 
on the streets. 

As the election showdown 
has shifted, demonstrators 
are finding themselves 
increasingly scattered and 
struggling under a blanket 
crackdown that the wife 
of opposition leader Mir 
Hossein Mousavi compared to 
martial law. In Wednesday’s 
clashes, thousands of police 
crushed hundreds of Mousavi 
supporters. 

The statement by supreme 
leader Ayatollah Ali Khamenei 
that the June 12 election of 
hard-line President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad would not be 
reversed was accompanied by 
a vow that the nation’s rulers 
would never yield to demands 
from the streets. 

Since last week’s protests, the 
government has unleashed 
days of escalating force, 
including the full weight of 
the powerful Revolutionary 
Guard and its feared civilian 
militias on the opposition. 
Social networking sites carried 
claims of brutal tactics by 
police such as savage beatings 
with batons, but the report 
could not be independently 
confirmed. 

In the battle for public opinion, 
the leaders also ramped up a 
familiar smear campaign: that 
the opposition was being aided 
by the United States and other 
perceived foes of Iran. 

What began as groundswell 
protest of alleged vote fraud 
increasingly appears to be 
splintering into random acts 
of rage and frustration against 
emboldened and well-armed 
security forces determined to 
hold their ground. 

Many experts in Iranian affairs 
do not believe the dwindling 
street protests signal an end for 


the challenges to Khamenei 
and the regime. Many foresee 
lower-risk—but still potent— 
acts of dissent such as general 
strikes, blocking traffic with 
sit-ins, and the nightly cries 
of protest from rooftops and 
balconies. 

“It will carry on until the 
regime changes: Weeks, 
months, years. You’d be a fool 
to predict,” said Robert Hunter, 
a former U.S. ambassador to 
NATO and head of Middle 
East Affairs in the Carter 
administration. 

“But the beast of the desire for 
something different is on the 
prowl.” 

SeniorlsraeliDefenseMinistry 
official Amos Gilad told The 
Associated Press that he sees 
no “signs of Ahmadinejad’s 
regime collapsing any time 
soon.” 

“The intelligence community 
worldwide were surprised by 
the protests,” he said. 

There are still signs of life 
in the protest movement. 
Small groups battled police 
Wednesday and there were 
calls on reformist Web sites 
for a gathering Thursday at the 
shrine of Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini, the founder of the 
1979 Islamic Revolution. 

But Mousavi has increasingly 
turned his back on mass street 
demonstrations, fearing the 
likelihood of more violence or 
deaths. 

Wednesday’s unrest showed 
the lopsided odds. Groups of 
protesters — perhaps several 
hundred — tossed rocks and 
trash at riot police in running 
clashes outside parliament. 
The demonstrators fled as 
police used tear gas and fired 
in the air, possibly with live 
ammunition. 

Throughout the day, black- 
clad security agents and 
police watched main streets 
and squares to prevent any 
major gatherings — a stark 
difference from last week 
when authorities generally 
stood aside and allowed a 
series of marches that brought 
more than 1 million people 
streaming through Tehran. 
Mousavi’s wife, Zahra 

Rahnavard — a former 


university dean who 
campaigned beside her 
husband — said on a Web site 
that the crackdown is “as if 
martial law has been imposed 
in the streets.” 

It also could be an indication 
of what’s ahead — unless 
the protest movement can 
recapture its momentum. 

The fallout may leave 
Khamenei and the ruling 
theocracy battered by once- 
unthinkable defiance of their 
leadership. But they still 
control the Revolutionary 
Guard and its vast network of 
volunteer militias that watch 
every comer of Iran. 

The Guard — sworn to defend 
the Islamic system at all costs 
—has been steadily expanding 
its authority for years to 
include critical portfolios such 
as Iran’s missile program, 
its oil pipelines and other 
energy infrastmcture, and 
some oversight of the nuclear 
program. 

Their stake in the Islamic 
system is deep and they appear 
now to have the green light to 
move against any perceived 
threats. 

Their militia wing, known 
as the Basij, can operate 
like a neighbor-by-neighbor 
intelligence agency. 

“The Revolutionary Guard 
may well emerge as the big 
winner of all this,” said Patrick 
Clawson, deputy director at 
the Washington Institute for 
Near East Policy. 

State television aired a 
documentary Wednesday 
lauding the Revolutionary 
Guard and another show about 
the dangers of the Internet and 
claiming that “Iran’s enemies” 
were using the Web to whip up 
dissent. 

Dozens of activists, protesters 
and Iranian journalists — and 
at least one foreign reporter 
— have been detained since 
the election, human rights 
groups say. The overall death 
toll is not clear; state media 
said at least 17 people have 
been killed. Amateur video 
showed the death Saturday of 
a woman identified as Neda 
Agha Soltan, who has become 
a worldwide symbol of the

bloodshed. 

A 5 3-year-old Tehran woman 
described the intense security 
around Baharestan Square 
near parliament: “There was 
a lot of police, riot police 
and Basiji everywhere.” The 
woman spoke by phone to 
the AP, asking for anonymity 
because of fears of reprisals 
from authorities. 

The chief of Israel’s Mossad 
intelligence agency, Meir 
Dagan, told a closed 


session of the Parliamentary 
Foreign Affairs and Defense 
Committee that he believes the 
demonstrations in Iran would 
die down and Ahmadinejad 
would stay in power. 

He also said the Mossad 
expects Iran to have nuclear 
weapons by 2014. Meir’s 
statements were recounted by 
a participant in the meeting, 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity because the 
meeting was closed.Q

States ended Spain’s record 
winning streak with a 2-0 upset 
victory Wednesday that gave 
it an unlikely but deserved 
place in the Confederations 
Cup final.

Howard made several quality 
saves to stop Spain’s record 
run at 15 wins and put the 
Americans into their first 
FIFA men’s final at any level.

won six straight races dating to last year, could run against the 
boys again this summer. But he ruled out taking part in horse 
racing’s world championships on Nov. 6-7, after the poor 
performance by his two-time U.S. Horse of the Year Curlin in 
last year’s Breeders’ Cup Classic. 

Curlin had dominated on traditional dirt but struggled to a 
fourth-place finish on Santa Anita’s synthetic track in the only 
out-of-the-money finish of his career. Curlin won 11 of 16 races 
and was retired as American thoroughbred racing’s leading 
money earner with more than $10.5 million. 

“I have a very strong dislike for plastic surfaces and I don’t 
believe she should be exposed to that,” Jackson said during a 
conference call. “I’m not going to run her on plastic. We don’t 
need to risk her that way.” Rachel Alexandra has raced on 
synthetic surfaces before, cruising to a convincing win in an 
allowance race over Keeneland’s Polytrack last October. That 
race came well before her rousing victory in the Kentucky Oaks, 
and before she was purchased by Jackson and his Stonestreet 
Farms. “I’m 110 percent with Mr. Jackson,” said jockey Calvin 
Borel, who jumped off Kentucky Derby winner Mine That Bird 
to ride Rachel Alexandra in the Preakness. □

“I can’t explain it any more 
than you can,” Howard said.

Against Spain’s finest from 
Barcelona, Real Madrid 
and the Premier League, the 
United States had heart, grit 
and a big dose of luck. The 
Americans were outshot 29- 
9, but they still had enough 
for their biggest result since 
reaching the quarterfinals of 
the 2002 World Cup.

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Sharapova exits early at Wimbledon; Federer wins

WIMBLEDON, England (AP) 
— Give Maria Sharapova 
credit for honesty. 

Before Wimbledon began, she 
acknowledged that a recent 
comeback from shoulder 
surgery made it too much 
to ask for her to contend 
seriously for a second title at 
the All England Club. 
Sharapova was right: She 
didn’t even make it out of 
the second round. Playing 
poorly at the start and 
finish Wednesday, the 2004 
Wimbledon champion lost 
6-2, 3-6, 6-4 to 45th-ranked 
Gisela Dulko of Argentina. 
“Losses are tough—more here 
than at any other tournament,” 
said Sharapova, who double- 
faulted seven times in the 
final set. “I would have liked 
to have a longer season before 
coming here.” 

With easy victories for 
past champions Serena 
Williams and Roger Federer, 
Sharapova’s early exit 
counted as the most surprising 
development on Day 3 at 
the grass-court Grand Slam 
tournament — unless, that is, 
you count the weather. 

The temperature was in the 
70s, the sky was bright blue, 
the clouds were scarce and, 
for the third day in a row, not 
a single drop of rain fell. The 
only use the All England Club 
is making of Centre Court’s 
fancy, new retractable roof is 
shifting it slightly to provide 
some shade for those seated in 
the Royal Box. 

“It’s good that it gets a little bit 
of a workout,” club spokesman 
Johnny Perkins said. 
Sharapova’s opponent worried 
about being overwhelmed 
by the setting: Dulko’s only 
previous visit to Centre Court 
was when she sat in the stands 
to watch a match. This time, 
Dulko was wielding a racket 
and trying to beat someone 
who not only has been ranked 
No. 1 and owns three major 
championships, but also won 
their two previous meetings 
by scores of 6-0, 6-1, then 6- 
1,6-1. 

Dulko, meanwhile, has only 
once been to the fourth round 
at a Grand Slam tournament. 
So who would have expected 
Sharapova to be the wobbly

one? 

Dulko claimed nine of the first 
11 games, changing speeds 
effectively while Sharapova’s 
errors piled up. 

“It took me a while to get 
going. It’s a little too late 
to start picking yourself up 
when you’re down a set and 
3-love,” said Sharapova, who 
had an operation on her right 
shoulder in October and was 
off the tour for nine-plus 
months. 

That absence dropped her out 
of the top 100, but by going 
10-3 before Wimbledon 
— including 6-0 in three- 
set matches — Sharapova 
climbed to 60th, and she was 
seeded 24th based on past 
success at the tournament. 
But she was tentative on some 
shots, just plain off-kilter on 
others, flubbing some sitters 
and simple volleys. 

“I don’t really know if that’s 
because I haven’t played,” 
Sharapova said. “When I’ve 
had those situations before, 
those balls would be pieces of 
cake.” 

Still, Sharapova did win seven 
games in a row to take the 
second set and go ahead in the 
third. 

“She’s a fighter,” Dulko 
noted. 

The velocity on Sharapova’s 
serves dropped as they played 
past two hours, and she kept 
double-faulting, ceding 

momentum. Dulko, though, 
was nervous as she sat for the 


2009. 

changeover before serving at 
5-4 in the third. 

“My legs were shaking,” she 
said. “I told myself, 6 Calm 
down.’” 

With Sharapova’s stroke- 
accompanying shrieks rising 
in octave and volume, she kept 
saving match points in that 
game, four in all. When Dulko 
shanked a forehand, it created 
a break point — and she was 
hoping for more mistakes by 
Sharapova. 

“I was thinking, ‘Please, hit it 
out. Please, hit it out,”’ Dulko 
said. 

Talk about mind over matter. 
Sharapova put a backhand 


into the net, pushed a 
forehand wide and then sailed 
a forehand long, ending her 
second consecutive second- 
round loss at Wimbledon. 

How long might it be until she 
regains the form that made her 
champion here at age 17 and 
later carried her to the 2006 
U.S. Open and 2008 Australian 
Open titles? 

“I don’t really know. I mean, 
I’d honestly tell you if I knew,” 
Sharapova said. “It’s just one 
of those questions where I 
don’t really have an answer.” 
One player who might 
benefit from Sharapova’s 
loss: Williams, the 2002-03

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Venezuela y EEUU restablecen 
embaiadores expulsados 


MARACAY, Venezuela 
(Reuters) - Venezuela y 
Estados Unidos anunciaron 
el miercoles que acordaron 
restablecer a sus respectivos 
embaj adores, como parte de los 
esfuerzos de ambos gobiernos 
por mejorar sus deterioradas 
relaciones bilaterales. 

El presidente Hugo Chavez 
ordeno en septiembre la 
expulsion del embaj ador de 
Washington en Caracas en 
solidaridad con una medida 
similar de su aliado boliviano 
Evo Morales, lo que fue 
respondido de la misma forma 
por parte de la Casa Blanca. 

El canciller venezolano, 
Nicolas Maduro, confirmo 
que los representantes 
diplomaticos que habian sido 
expulsados hace nueve meses 
volveran a sus cargos. 

“El secretario de Estado adjunto 
para America Latina, Thomas 
Shannon, nos manifesto (...) 
todo el deseo del Gobierno del 
presidente estadounidense, 
Barack Obama, para avanzar 
enunproceso de comunicacion 


mas fluida y mejorar las 
relaciones”, explico Maduro, 
citado por un comunicado de 
la cancilleria. 

“Nosotros tenemos una 
posicion muy clara en tomo 
a ese tema y estamos en la 
disposicion de avanzar”, 
agrego. 

Venezuela y Estados Unidos 
acordaron en abril buscar 
la normalizacion de sus 
vinculos, luego de un ameno 
encuentro entre Chavez y su 
homologo estadounidense, 
Barack Obama, en una cumbre 
de las Americas en Trinidad y 
Tobago. 

Previamente, una fuente de 
la cancilleria dijo a Reuters 
que el embaj ador venezolano 
ante Washington, Bernardo 
Alvarez, retomara su cargo el 
viernes. 

Por su parte, un funcionario 
estadounidense informo que 
la Casa Blanca decidio enviar 
nuevamente a su embaj ador 
Patrick Duddy a Caracas, sin 
precisar mas detalles. 
Originalmente, Chavez habia 


propuesto a su representante 
ante la Organizacion de Estados 
Americanos (OEA), Roy 
Chaderton, para reemplazar a 
Alvarez. Pero finalmente los 
gobiernos decidieron restituir 
a los mismos funcionarios 
destacados antes del impasse. 
Bolivia decidio la expulsion 
del representante diplomatico 
estadounidense al acusarlo 
de instigar a manifestaciones 
violentas en ese pais. Las 
relaciones entre Caracas y 
Washington se han tensado 
durante el mandato de Chavez, 
un hero critico de la politica 
exterior estadounidense que, 
sin embargo, ha mostrado 
optimismo en una mejora 
de los lazos por la llegada al 
poder de Obama. 

Pese a las disputas 
diplomaticas, Venezuela se 
mantiene como un importante 
proveedor de crudo y 
productos para el mercado 
estadounidense, que a su vez 
es el mayor socio comercial de 
la nacion caribena.Q 


Grupo del ALBA incorpora 
ires nuevos miembros 


MARACAY, Venezuela (AP) - El presidente 
venezolano Hugo Chavez anuncio el miercoles 
la incorporacion formal de Ecuador, San 
Vicente y las Granadinas, y Antigua y Barbuda, 
a la Alternativa Bolivariana para los Pueblos de 
America (ALBA), con lo que se elevan a nueve 
los miembros del grupo. 

Chavez dijo en la instalacion de la VI cumbre 
extraordinaria del ALBA en la ciudad central 
de Maracay, que la adhesion de los tres nuevos 
estados es un hecho de importancia “historica” 
que le da una “ferrea configuracion” al grupo 
que esta conformado en la actualidad por 
Venezuela, Cuba, Bolivia, Dominica, Honduras 
y Nicaragua. 

El mandatario afirmo que los miembros del 
ALBA se reunen en Venezuela para “convocar 
a nuestro pueblo a la gran batalla por la 
independencia de nuestra America, ya que solo 
la union nos hara libre”. 

El presidente ecuatoriano Rafael Correa dijo al 
formalizar la solicitud de adhesion de Ecuador 
al ALBA que la integracion a este bloque 


regional no es una “negativa a los procesos 
integracionistas existentes”. 

Sostuvo que el gobierno ecuatoriano continuara 
apoyando a la Comunidad Andina de Naciones 
(CAN), el Mercosur, la Union de Naciones 
Sudamericanas (Unasur), y una “naciente 
organizacion de estados latinoamericanos y del 
Caribe”. 

Correa afirmo que el ALBA es “proyecto 
politico, un proyecto de solidaridad, de 
integracion, ser dueno de nuestro propio 
destino, un proyecto socialista”. 

“El ALBA es mucho mas que un proyecto 
comercial, es integracion energetica, integracion 
politica, integracion social”, agrego. 

Durante un desfile militar que se realizo temprano 
en el estado centro costero de Carabobo por el 
Dia del Ejercito y la conmemoracion de los 
188 anos de la Batalla de Carabobo que sello la 
independencia de Venezuela, Chavez dijo que 
la “revolucion socialista es pacifica, pero no 
esta desarmada”.Q
